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DETAILED ACTION 

1. According to the "Amendment" received February 10, 2005, claim 19 has been amended.

3. Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-18 and 26-31 have previously been allowed in the first 

Office Action. 

Regarding independent claims 19, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious using a 
computer for creating a composite spectrum from multiple spectra that were collected at varying 
collision energies, said composite spectra indicating a pseudo molecular ion and fragment ions. 
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5. Claims 20-25 are allowed by virtue of their dependency on claim 19.
